Medicinal Art Lessons 


It was a four year class with one requirement: use your intellect and skill to come to know the 
body. Twenty-two artists assembled with paintbrushes, canvases, tools, clay, fabrics ... their 
materials and backgrounds were different. They would soon discover that ambition was their 
common, cohesive bond. 


The first day the teachers explained, 


“This is the body. For you to know the body you must replicate it in your mind and through your 
hands in infinitely different poses. The body is not static; it is not a piece of fruit in a bowl. It isa 
thinking, metabolizing package which presents to you for interpretation. Represent it through 
your work and study.” 


For a year the artists sculptured, painted, sketched, discussed and studied the body. 


The next year the teachers said, 


“The body is not static, as you have learned. Hence, it must experience change. To understand 
the change you must discover the world in which the body lives and master the conditions which 
precipitate change. Study the chemicals, the infectious agents, the genes ... learn how the body 
lives, changes, and dies.” 


The artists represented the body in a cloud of smoke, in a crowded room of coughing children, in 
the forest, at the dinner table, in a bar with a drink in a hand, in a coffin ... The body became 
real. The artists themselves became real. They sought their colleagues’ work for enlightenment 
and encouragement. They became independently dependent on each other’s presence, habits, 
likes, dislikes, strengths, weaknesses. The artists came to realize a true sense of belonging and 
rightness in their own lives, different than they had ever felt before. 


At the end of two years the teachers said, 


‘“To learn the body more completely you must also learn its happiness and suffering, its fortune 
and misfortune, its health and sickness, its responses and resistances. To learn these you must be 
more than you are, offer more than you have, see more than meets your eye. Learn from that 
which you have studied.” 


The students looked at each other and themselves. They realized that they were still together yet 
now apart, for it was time to merge with the final school of art and the congregation of the artists. 
More importantly, it was time to be an artist, not just study to be one. 


While being, offering, seeing and learning, the twenty-two artists who had assembled years ago 
often found each other. With one look, one embrace, one hello, they remembered the education, 
the experience, the bonding and the love they all had once upon a lifetime. Every day, alone or 
together, they carried and lived the memories through themselves and their work. Every day they 
remembered that which only they could remember. Every day they shared their medicinal art 
lessons with the bodies and personalities of the world.

Matters of Medicine in Maua 


I will never forget my first day in Kenya. I was | 


one of the many people traveling on a bus from 
Nairobi to Meru, a town just 40 km away from 
Maua, my final destination. It was 12/31/93, 
and I had gone from a chilly 20°with ice and 
snow to 80° with greenery and a refreshing 
breeze. Although I had been looking forward to 
this experience for the past 2 years, my mind was 
troubled by the recent events at home that re- 
sulted in the timing of my trip to be unfavorable. 
The family’s first grandchild was due in early 
February, | was in the midst of wedding plan- 
ning, and I had a major exam upon my return in 
March. In addition, I was quite nervous about 
traveling alone, as I had never before traveled in- 
ternationally, 

The bus ride was interesting. The men dressed 
in suit pants and coats. Animals, mainly cows, 
goats, and chickens, roamed the streets and sat at 
the roadside, amidst all the people. There seemed 
to be barefooted children everywhere. We were 
stopped many times by armed military personnel. 

After 6 hours in an overcrowded bus, I was 
rushed to an even more overcrowded “matatu”’. 
Just picture an American equivalent of a mini 
truck with a cap on it, crammed with 20+ people 
in the back. Next, add a few live chickens, a few 
men hanging onto the bumper, and a speed of at 
least |20kph! One and a half hours and | flat tire 
later, | had arrived in Maua. 

Nestled in the foothills of Mount Kenya, 
Maua was rural. The hospital compound was 
central and thus easily located. I found my way 
to the student dormitory, where I met Chris and 
Mark, 2 of the 6 medical students. Mark had 
contracted Malaria, and Chris was in the middle 
of a course of treatment for the spider bite to his 
left hand. I was terrified! 

Since | would start on a Monday, I had the 
next 2 days to adjust to my new environment. It 
was a lot like camping —- washing clothes by 
hand, taking cold showers, and cooking with ker- 
osene, not to mention the mosquito netting. 

My first week at the hospital was quite chal- 
lenging. I began in Pediatrics, the largest ward, 
and there would be no doctors in the ward until 
the following week. I began early, for I had over 
50 children to round on, most of which had dis- 
eases | had only read about in textbooks. The 
children were piled, 2-3 to a twin bed, accompa- 
nied by their mothers (also in the same bed). The 
smell was, at first, overwhelming, and there were 
flies everywhere. The smaller children often used 
the floor as a toilet, and I overheard a nursing 
student being scolded for wearing a pair of gloves 
to clean a wound full of pus. I began the week 
feeling inconfident, frustrated, and overwhelmed. 
I had to keep reminding myself that the decisions 
were up to me. For now, | was the “doctor”. 

During the second week, which was also spent 
in Pediatrics, | noticed a welcomed increase in 
my confidence level. | was comfortable diagnos- 
ing and treating pneumonia, malaria, marasmus, 
and kwashiorkor. At that time I saw a child die 
from the complications of measles, a disease 
which I had never seen a case of, needless to say 
a mortality as a result of, back home. In addition 
to ward responsibilities, | was introduced to the 
outpatient clinic, where I saw patients without 
supervision. It was then that my communication 
was transformed from the “international lan- 
guage” of smiles and gestures to some basic 
Kimeru. I began to learn more about the culture, 
and I was invited to some local homes.

Experiences 


I was quite impressed by the knowledge the 
Kenyan school children possessed concerning the 
United States, and their English was much better 
than my Kimeru. As the friendships that formed 
began to tackle my feelings of homesickness, | 
found myself thinking more and more about my 
own culture’s relative selfishness and extrava- 
gance. I felt guilty about having the seeming lux- 
ury of homesickness, while the people surround- 
ing me struggled to survive. It was at this time 
that I began to funnel my energy, and I realized 
that I was one of many whose efforts would 
someday make a difference. 

After 2 weeks in Pediatrics, I ventured to male 
ward for a week. This experience was similar to 
an ER rotation, as most of the patients were vic- 
tims of assaults. I gained a great deal of experi- 
ence with wound care while learning more about 
violent behavior and human relations. I marked 
the progress of a young man admitted with teta- 
nus. He was the sole survivor of 5 men admitted 
with tetanus just prior to my arrival. By the end 
of the week, he was able to open his mouth a bit 
wider, and he could move his arms slightly. I 
planned to return to male ward in | week. 

Female ward was my challenge the fourth 
week. With the help of a fellow student and one 
of the mission doctors, I presented a patient in 
Grand Rounds. She had a vesicovaginal and a 
rectovaginal fistula secondary to uterine rupture 
resulting from an obstructed labor at home. She 
was, according to the doctors, destined to be- 
come an outcast in her society as a result of her 
condition. I began to think about the role of 
women in their culture, perinatal mortality, inac- 
cessibility to health care, compliance, and the im- 
portance of patient education. 

By this time I had mastered my environment in 
the area of self care. The food and clothing prep- 
aration that had once been overwhelming was 
now quite routine. My Kimeru lessons continued, 
and I strived to meet my study goals. Night call, 
although still a challenge, seemed less anxiety 
provoking, probably since I had been exposed to 
each of the wards and a few weeks of outpatient 
care, 

On week 5 I returned to male ward to find my 
tetanus patient attempting to walk with a walker! 
He was now feeding himself and could move his 
mouth enough so that he could speak intelligibly. 
I practiced many of my newly-acquired wound 
care skills, and I performed a lumbar puncture 
and chest tube insertion successfully. In the the- 
ater I assisted with some close reductions of frac- 
tures, as well as some skin grafting. 

During my last week I joined the health care 
team in the outreach clinics, where the main fo- 
cus was on family planning, antenatal care, and 
immunizations. The clinics in which I worked 
had good turnouts, and a lot of hard work was ac- 
complished. Many of the mothers had walked 
several kilometers with their infants. Although 
some mothers were exhausted, the patient educa- 
tion sessions were filled with questions. The out- 
reach clinics were one of the most rewarding as- 
pects of the rotation. 

On the final night I visited friends, took re- 
quested photographs and collected many ad- 
dresses. The next morning, bright and early, | 
left. Having given away most of my material pos- 
sessions to my Kenyan friends, I left carrying 
only gifts for my family and friends at home, 

I left America with fairly narrow horizons, but 
a mind eager to learn and experience and a heart 
longing to lend a hand. Six weeks later, after one 
of the most challenging and enriching periods of 
my life, I began the journey home, never again to 
be the same person. For, it was in Maua that |] 
learned a great deal about myself, about a cul- 
ture entirely different from my own, and, through 
it all, gained a new perspective on health, life, 
and what it means to be a doctor.

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The Caduceus is a staff with two entwined snakes and two 
wings at the top. It originally was the wand of Hermes or Mercury, 
the messenger of the Gods. The Caduceus is said to have become a 
symbol associated with the medical profession in the 16th century 
when Sir William Butts, physician to King Henry VIII of England, 
adopted the double snake staff as his personal professional coat of 
arms. Since then, it has been adopted as the official symbol of 
several medical organizations, including the U.S. Public Health 
Service and the Army Medical Corps. 


The Staff of Aesculapius is considered to be the true and 
proper medical symbol. This wand bearing a single entwined 
snake is the walking stick which was carried by Aesculapius, the 
divine healer of the Greeks and Romans. The knotty rod is a 
symbol of support for the weak and for renewal of life. The Staff of 
Aesculapius has been adopted as the symbol of medical organiza- 
tions such as the American Medical Association and the Indiana 
University School of Medicine.
